The proposals Snyder outlined 
call for about one-fifth more in- 
come taxes from the fellow in the 
lowest bracket, along with stiff 
hikes in the excise taxes on such 
things as new automobiles, liquor, 
beer, cigarettes, radios, refrigera- 
tors and many other consumer 
items. 

Most Congresmen were in- 
clined,to agree with Snyder’s ap- 
praisal of the program: “Rather 
rugged.” 

. Snyder, a St. Louisan, was un- 
willing to give the House Ways 
and Means Committee much de- 
tail yesterday on how the Treas- 
ury proposes to raise the addi- 
tional $6,500,000,000. 

Against One Bill. 

Many legislators have advo- 
cated that ail the new revenue 
be raised in one bill, rather than 
two. Others have urged that Con- 
gress take no action until it has 
at least a pretty good idea of how 
much money it will vote to run 
the Government before it acts on 
new taxes. 

Snyder indicated he thinks that 
would be a mistake. He said it 
would result in undue delay. He 
asked that the tax boosts be made 
retroactive to Jan. 1. Congress 
in the past has been reluctant to 
make taxes retroactive, especial- 
ly those on individual incomes. 

Pressed for some proposals on 
a second bill, Snyder noted he 
had advocated that Congress close 
certain “loopholes” in present tax 
laws.

The appeal of Defense Mobili- 
zation Director Charles E. Wilson 
to railroad switchmen to end 
their week-old wildcat strike fell 
on deaf ears in St. Louis, where 
the stubborn walkout was still in 
effect today. 

Wilson termed St. Louis and 
Chicago “the main crossroads of 
our nation’s railway system,” and 
added that traffic at the two im- 
portant centers was 90 per cent 
below normal. 

None of the 2000 switchmen for 
the Terminal Railroad and sev- 
eral individual lines here report- 
ed for work today. Terminal of- 
ficials said the situation was un- 
changed, with no indication of an 
early return to work here. 

E. B. Boggs, regional vice pres- 
ident of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, said he had 
received no word from the St. 
Louis switchmen that they intend 
to resume operating. Boggs said 
he met yesterday with small 
groups of local representatives 
of the brotherhood, who reported 
“no response from the men” to 
the request of W. P. Kennedy, in- 
ternational union president, that 
they return to work. 

'*‘The Men Say They Are Sick.’ 

“The men say they are sick, 
and that is all they will Say,’ 
Bobbs observed. Asked: if there 
were signs of “a recovery,” Boggs 
replied, “I don’t know what their 
temperature is.” He said he was 
certain the men would “not fail 
to notice” that Wilson’s refer- 
ences to responsibility for the 
railroad tieup did not include 
railroad management. 

“They never fail to notice that

Boggs said.

The crippling walkout ended in 
the New York area and in sev- 
eral other cities, Back-to-work 
moves dominated at Philadelphia, 
Boston, Washington, Baltimore, 
Chattanooga, Buffalo, Pittshurgh, 
Detroit, Dallas, Birmingham, Kan- 
sas City and dozens of smaller 
rail points. 

But the switchmen remained 
out in Chicago, St. Louis, Council 
Bluffs, Minneapolis - St. Paul, 
Cleveland, Seattle and San Fran- 
eisco. 

Strike Worse in Utah. 

Union Pacific brakemen in 
Utah joined the switchmen in re- 
porting sick, halting all freight 
movements’ eastbound from 
Ogden, Utah. Passenger train 
crews were normal. 

The strike seemed to be spread- 
ing on the Union Pacific, North- 
ern Pacific and Southern Pacific.

You can figure out right now— 
in a few easy steps—exactly what 
your annual income tax bill will 
be if President Truman’s pro-

Director Willett, also, had 
known Rowe for a number of 
years. In 1933 they had been na- 
tional bank receivers together. 
When Rowe sought to borrow 
$300,000 from the RFC for his 
business firm, the Harrington & 
Richardson Arms Co. of Worces- 
ter, Mass., he made his main 
contacts in the Washington office 
of RFC directly through Willett, 
according to information gath- 
ered by the Senate subcommittee. 

It was in 1944 that Rowe ac- 
quired theeprincipal ownership 
and control of the Harrington & 
Richardson Arms Co. On April 
20, 1945, the company applied to 
RFC for a loan of $500,000. Two 
years later, however, the appli- 
cation was withdrawn. A new ap- 
plication for a $300,000, two- 
year loan, was filed on April 10, 
1950; of this amount, $225,000 
was granted and the balance of 
$75,000 was canceled from the 
request. 

Rowe and Willett, the subcom- 
mittee charges, “‘were in contact 
with one another at critical points 
in the loan negotiations, and it 
appears that Willett took a 
greater interest in the loan than 
would normally have been the 
case.” 

“Controversial” Loan. 

Willett even accorded Rowe 
the opportunity of conferring 
with the Washington examiner as- 
signed to the case before the field 
examiner’s report had been sub- 
mitted, a gracious privilege that 
the subcommittee noted was “un- 
usual” for a loan applicant. 

“Rowe’s loan was a_ contro- 
versial one,” said the subcommit- 
tee.

Record Peacetime Outlay 
Would Provide Air 
Force of More Than 
3000 Planes. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 6 (AP)—Cana- 
dian Defense Minister Brooke 
Claxton announced in Parliament 
last night a _ five-billion-dollar 
three-year defense program pro- 
viding a 40-squadron air force of 
more than 3000 planes. 

The proposed military expendi- 
ture overshadows anything Cana- 
da has ever known in peacetime. 
It amounts to more than a quar- 
ter of Canada’s World War II 
costs. 

The program places the accent 
on air power as Canada’s major 
contribution to Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's Atlantic Alliance 
forces. Eleven of the 40 active and 
reserve squadrons planned are to 
be assigned to Europe with some 
800 jet planes. 

Double Current Budget. 


Claxton told the House of Com- 


mons the defense budget for the 
next fiscal year will exceed $1,- 
600,000,000. That is double this 
year’s figure. 

The three-year program pro- 
vides for: 

1. Stepping up the navy from 
30 ships now in service to 100 
ships and doubling the present 
naval personnel of 10,000 men to 
handle convoy and patrol duties 
and defense of the Canadian 
coasts. 

2. Sending to Europe this year 
an army brigade group or regi- 
mental combat team of 5000 to

Claxton said the program en- 
visages a 35,000-man air force— 
larger than the*army is now— 
with regular and reserve squad- 
rons being formed as fast as 
planes can be produced. There 
now are three regular and 12 
reserve squadrons, a 20,000-man 
force. 

The total planned strength of 40 
squadrons compares with 48 Can- 
ada raised in World War II. The 
active service squadrons will 
have 25 jet fighters each, either 
short-range F-86 Sabres or long- 
range Canucks. 

The Defense Minister declared: 

“Our purpose is peace and it is 
for this purpose only that the 
Government think it right to rec- 
ommend .. . these measures to 
increase the state of preparedness 
of ourselves and our allies.” 

Calls for 115,000 Men. 

Canada does not have con- 
scription. The defense plan calls 
for 115,000 men in the three serv- 
ices compared with 63,000 now. 
If January’s recruiting pace— 
3354 new men—keeps up, the 
manpower objective should be 
reached, Claxton said. 

Canada has a population of 14,- 
000,000. Its five-billion-dollar de- 
fense program compares with a 
$13,160,000,000 three-year pro- 
gram _ recently announced by 
Britain. France plans to spend 
two billion dollars for its armed 
forces this year. 

The proposed United States 
budget calls for an expenditure 
of $41,421,000,000 for strengthen-

School enrollment is decreasing 


slowly in the city of St. Louis and | 


increasing elsewhere in the dis- 
trict, it is found. In St. Louis, 


the enrollment fell from 110,000 


in 1943 to 97,000 currently. In 
contrast, the enrollment in the 
Illinois counties had the follow- 
ing increases, as between 1945 
and 1950: St. Clair, 25,000 to 
28,000; Madison, 32,000 to 37,000; 
Monroe, 1400 to 1550. 

In other words, within five 
years the Illinois portion of the 
district has had 8150 more school 
children to take care of—an in- 
crease of 14 per cent. The report 
does not show the St. Louis coun- 
ty increase, which undoubtedly 
has been large. 

Impact of Birth Increases. 


“The schools,” says the report, 
by Harland Bartholomew & As- 
sociates, “are just beginning to 
receive the impact of the great 
increases in births that have 
taken place in the last 10 years. 

For St. Louis and St. Louis 
county combined, it is shown that 
the annual number of live births 
increased from 15,559 in 1937 to 
23,981 in 1947, or 86 per cent. In 
1948 it fell to 27,952. Similarly, 
the number of births in St. 
Charles and Jefferson counties 
combined increased from 834 in 
1937 to 1499 in 1948, or 80 per 


cent. . 
Referring to the foregoing fig- 
ures, the report continues: 
“These are fypicet of = anti 
hroughout the country an re 
saaeubedaly typical of trends 
throughout the bi-state district. 
While the number of births in- 
creased. during the war (World 
War ID), the increase since the 
war has been even greater, and 
there is no apparent indication of

Enrollment Increase. 
“There is a serious need for

The plan should 
provide not only for the proper 
location of the schools and the 
proper design of the school build- 
ings, but should include careful 
analyses of available financial re- 
sources.

OUR hilltops smouldered. For 
each hill a battle raged. 


F Four United Nations units 
were in action. There was a hill 
for each to take and shove the 
Allied offensive another notch to 
the north. 

From the fifth of these razor- 
back hills 10 miles northeast of 
the destroyed walled city of 
Suwon this panorama of battle 
unfolded: 


To the left were twin peaks 
about 1300 feet high. In front 
was a taller hill. On the right the 
most forbidding of the four, a 
sharp-pointed mass that sloped 
abruptly to the valley floor. 

U. S. tanks reared back and 
pumped their lethal loads into 
the Chinese crouched in well pre- 
pared holes on the four hills. 
Each time the tanks fired they 
were enveloped for an instant in 
a sheet of flame. 


Shells Whistle Over. 


There was the _ high-pitched 
whine of the mortars. And the 
whistle of the artillery shells 
higher up. 

Pock marks appeared on the 
hills and then the sound of the 
blasts carried across the valley. 

The light bombers droned in. 
They left strings of death along 
the ridges as their bombs ex- 


ploded one after another in neat 
rows. 

The awe-inspiring display of 
tremendous Allied firepower was 
the first phase of the attack. It 
was laid on to kill as many Reds 
as possible in their elaborately 
camouflaged holes and trenches. 


Then it was the infantry’s turn 
—the American doughboys, the 
Turks, the South Koreans. Their 
job was to climb the steep hills 
and pry out of their holes the 
Chinese who were left. 


Strangely, the attack reached 
its height when the pounding, the 
blasting had almost died down. 


Soldiers Creep Forward. 


The foot soldiers—tiny figures 
against the four hills—crept up- 
ward. Each group carried a bright 
colored panel so it could be spot- 
ee friendly artillery.and air- 
craft. 


Only the tanks continued to 
pound the hills now. They aimed 
just ahead of the advancing 
troops. 


The infantrymen raked the way 
ahead with a steady fire of auto- 
matic weapons. They got an 
equally steady answer from the

them to provide the requisite fa- 
cilities.

In 1936 there were 508 separate 
school districts in the St. Louis 
metropolitan region, which was 
roughly comparable to the pres- 
ent bi-state district. Since then, 
the * report states, considerable 
progress has been made in cut- 
ting down the number of school 
districts, in the interest of econ- 
omy and improved standards. For 
instance, the number of school 
districts in St. Louis county has 
been reduced from 92 to 49 since 
1936, while the number of dis- 
tricts in Monroe county has 
dropped from 54 to four. 

Study of Entire Area Urged. 


“There are only a few examples 
of long-range school planning in 
the metropolitan area,” the report 
concludes. “Most of the school 
districts endeavor to solve their 
problems on a day-to-day basis 
and have not been able to prepare 
long-range plans. There have been 
a few examples of difficulties in 
providing school facilities because 
of irregular or arbitrary school 
district limits. 

“A major difficulty has been 
that the small individual school 
districts have not been able to 
afford the intensive study and re- 
search necessary to estimate their 
future school needs. Each one is 
a small fragment of the bi-state 
district. In order to estimate the 
future population and the future 
character of development of any 
one, a complete study of the en- 
tire metropolitan area is neces- 
sary. 

“This is one major reason for 
the preparation of the long-range 
studies of population growth and 
land use previously recommended 
(in another section of the report). 
Data of this type would be of in- 
valuable assistance to the local 
school districts. 

“The Bi-State Agency should 
prepare such studies in a form 
that would be usable by these 
local school districts. It should 
further encourage the preparation 
of*long-range school plans by the 
local school districts or by the 
county school officials. Such 
plans are essential if the other 
public facilities, sith as streets, 

ks and housing, are to be 
planned and developed in har- 
mony with the school system.”

M' Arthur Said to Have Urged US. 
To Permit Use of Chiang's Troops 


Reported Recommendation Involves Thrust 
Against Red China Mainland, Action in 


Korea if Desirable.

He consistently has believed 
that Chiang Kai-shek’s army 
should be used in broadened war- 
fare against the Chinese Commu- 
nists, informed sources said today. 
They indicated MacArthur be- 
lieves the Nationalists should be 
supported in a thrust against the 
Chinese mainland as well as be- 
ing used in Korea if desirable. 

Basis of Strategy. 

This strategy would be consist- 
ent with two fundamentals Mac- 
Arthur has followed in his major 
military campaigns: The full em- 
ployment of all available power 
in a battle. and the old slogan of 
the Pacific War, “Hit where they 
ain't.” 

It is believed here that Chiang 
Kai-shek’s original offer’ to send 
Nationalist troops into battle 
against the North Koreans was 
declined to avoid giving the Chi- 
nese Communists an excuse to 
enter the campaign. That reason, 
military men say, no longer is 
valid. 

High officers here point out 
that Peiping originally was able 
to move its Third and Fourth 
Armies from south China to Man- 
churia because there was no fear 
of a Nationalist attack on the 
mainland. This was because the 
assignment of the United States 
Seventh Fleet to patrol the For- 
mosan straits was accompanied 
by President Truman’s injunction 
of June 27 preventing any Na- 
tionalist thrusts against the main- 
land. 

Estimate of Strength. 


Now the assessment of Com- 
munist strength in south China 
ranges from a contention that the 
Nationalists could walk ashore to 
a belief that the Reds are re- 
building their southern forces. 


In any case, MacArthur is un- 
derstood to feel that even the 
threat of a Nationalist attack 
against the mainland would draw 
off sizable Communist forces 
from the northeast. This in turn 
would proportionately reduce the 
pressure Allied forces fight- 
ing in Korea. 

MacArthur and his top officers 
have emphasized a belief the U.N. 
forces cannot be driven from Ko- 
rea. For the moment, Allied 
troops also have bogged down the 
main Chinese Communist strength

It would be. consistent with 
MacArthur’s strategy both to bol- 
ster his forces with Nationalist 
troops that are available and te 
use them as a diversionary or 
feint threat to pull apart the con- 
centration of most effective Red 
power. 

2,000,000 Red Troops. 

The Chinese Communists have 
about 2,000,000 trained troops 
that form the heart of their army, 
now mostly concentrated in Man- 
churia and Korea. A new high- 
speed mobilization program has 
begun in south China but it is 
expected to be some time before 
an adequate defense force can be 
prepared. 

American officers’ opinions of 
the success of a Nationalist expe- 
ditionary force are varied, but 
most of them agree that use of 
Nationalists in the Korean came 
paign and the threat of their use 
against the Chinese mainlan@ 
would have a tremendous impact. 

For one thing, the hint of a 
resurgent Nationalist force might 
stimulate considerable guerrilla 
activity within China and might 
inflame whatever popular discon- 
tent there might be. For another, 
the use of Nationalist planes to 
bomb Communist. targets might 
involve less political dynamite 
than if American planes were 
used. 

American commanders believe 
that during the winter the Allies 
can hold a preponderate advan- 
tage, as now, over the Chinese in 
Korean ground fighting. But dure 
ing warm weather the Communist 
manpower superiority might be- 
come more important, requiring 
a further Allied fallback to avoid 
entrapment. 

In that case, the spring would 
be an advantageous time to em- 
ploy the Nationalists in a way 
that might split the Chinese Com- 
munist troop concentrations to 
protect their vast territory.

Food for India 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Congratulations on your fine editorial 
and cartoon on the need for assistance 
to India. This year between 2,000,000 
and 10,000,000 people in India face pos- 
sible starvation. To the pleas for 
help by one of the world’s greatest poli- 
tical leaders, Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru, the United States has turned 
a deaf ear. 

So far only four major countries have 
responded to Nehru's desperate cry for 
food: Canada, Australia, Argentina and 
Communist China. While we do noth- 
ing to help the Indians who face star- 
vation, the Communists tell them that 
we feed our surplus potatoes to the 
hogs, have more wheat than we can use, 
and have a huge over-supply of powd- 
ered eggs. The saddening thing is that 
each of these charges is true. 

Increasingly today there is an em- 
phasis on Europe in this fight to con- 
tain Communism, principally because 
of Europe's industrial strength. But 
to overlook the industrial potentialities 
in India might be calamitous. It would 
seem politically as expedient for the 
United States to help India as it is for 
us to help weak, ineffectual Bao Dai in 
Indochina, as we now are doing. 

Sending food to India not only would 
help in our temporary fight to contain 
Communism, but it would be a step to- 
ward our long-range goal, world peace. 

This latter goal never will be achieved 
until there is a recognition that the 
important factors in the world are not 
boundaries and industries, but people. 
India, with one seventh of the world’s 
population, will play a vital role in any 
solid move for peace. 

Sending food to India will help stop 
Communism today and work for even- 
tual world peace. If we are humani- 
tarians today, we may be human be- 
ings tomorrow. PAUL SIMON.

‘Time for a “Cease-Fire” 


What you are doing now can hurt the 
United States more than all the Communist 
armies in Korea. 


These strong words of Charles E. Wilson, 
Mobilization Director, in his radio appeal to the 
railroad switchmen had their effect in the East 
but not, we regret to say, in St. Louis. 


The strikers have gone back to their jobs in 
New York and Phiiadelphia and week-old traffic 
is beginning to move again. But not in St. 
Louis. Not in the freight area which links 
East and West through many of the nation’s 
most important rail connections. 


The switchmen may very well have a case 
for adjustment of their wages. For. it is the 
contention of their regional vice president, E. 
B. Boggs, that they are compelled to work seven 
days a week to obtain a wage which has not 
kept up with the inflated cost of living. But 
this does not justify them in striking against 
their country. 

The striking switchmen number some 2000 in 
the St. Louis area. Yet they have brought unem- 
ployment to 18,000 and perhaps as many as 
20,000 by now. 

Do the switchmen think it is the fair and 
decent thing to cut off the earnings of nearly 
10 times their number in metropolitan St. Louis? 


How would they feel if the reverse were true 
—if their work were stopped because some other 
group of employes had walked off the job? 


It is time for a “cease-fire” order to end this 
paralyzing- strike. A week is more than long 
enough for the American people, from one coast 
to the other, to learn that the switchmen have 
a grievance. If the tie-up runs longer it will 
only further prejudice many citizens against 
the case which the switchmen are eager to 
have decided in their favor. 

If the union leaders are not able to cause 
the switchmen to return in St. Louis and any 
other still idle terminals, a “cease-fire” order 
necessarily will have to issue from the White 
House. With it should go assurance that the 
case of the switchmen will receive adequate 
attention and a fajr settlement. 

Two things are clear. The switchmen are 


doing essential work. They must be so treated. 
They cannot be pushed around by the railroad 


management. But also as men who are doing 
essential work they cannot be allowed to bring 
the war and defense machine to a standstill. 
With their important work goes the respon- 
sibility to perform it. -

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To Quell a "Teen-Age Revolt 


The shape of a streetcar and bus pass for 
students may be a small matter. Yet when that 
shape is changed so that the pass no longer fits 
an oblong protective passholder, it is a source 
of much annoyance to the children who use it 
twice a day. A simple as well as sensible solu- 
tion would be to have the identification card 
and the pass placed back to back in one 
holder for easy exhibition to bus and street car 
operators.

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No Wee Small Voice? 

As,a sad statistic, may we present the fact 
that Congress is now without a minor party 
member for the first time in 40 years. Few per- 
sons will mourn the loss of Representative Mar- 
cantonio, American-Laborite of New York. But 
somehow it seems there ought to be another 
party represented in Congress, if just to remind 
the old parties that they were young once, too. 

In the first 21 Congresses there were no real 
minor party members, but after that there fol- 
lowed a really strange parade: Know-Nothings, 
Unionists, Greenbackers, Populists, Silverites, 
Fusionists, Farmers’ Alliance-ites, Farmer-Labor- 
ites, Union Laborites, Progressives, Socialists 
and Prohibitionists, plus numerous independents 
and Mr. Marcantonio. 

Though much of whatsthese parties stood for 
is forgotten (and some of it is law), what the 
minority organizations really marked was a long 
tradition of political individualism. They were 
the stump for citizens who wanted to stand up 
and crow, the flag for those who wanted one 
to wave in protest, the forefront and tag-end for 
those who despised the middle, the third choice 
against the alternatives of either-or, the peren- 
nial right of irregularity. : 

Nowadays even the two old: parties do not 
practice excessive regularity, what with Truman- 
ites and Dixiecrats in the one and isolationists 
and internationalists in the other. But it would 


be handy for Congress to have one minor party ~ 


member around, just to show how irregular 
things can be when the fellow with a free ballot 
really tries.

18-Year-Olds Abroad 


One point which need not detain Congress- 
men long in their consideration of how to 
broaden the military draft base is the pro- 
posal that 18-year-olds, if drafted, could not be 
sent overseas. Apparently this suggestion is 
being considered chiefly to ease the minds of 
parents to help reduce pressure some of the 
law-makers are feeling from the folks back 
home. 

Actually it is to the best interests of both 
the armed forces and the youths themselves to 
receive as much of their training as possible 
overseas. Initial basic training might well 
continue to be given in this country, to ease 
the original shock. of being uprooted and placed 
in a new environment, and to facilitate the 
training of new recruits in concentrated centers. 

But it would seem that subsequent training 
should be carried out overseas. It would give 
the armed forces the advantage of greater 
flexibility in stationing their personnel. It 
would give the armed forces and the youths 
the advantages of receiving their training in 
the places where they will be fighting, if war 
comes. And it would give the youths that in- 
estimably valuable broadening of their horizons 
which traveling and living abroad produce. 

This by itself is no reason to draft 18-year- 
olds. But if they must be drafted anyway, as 
is the case if an adequate universal military 
training and service program is to be inaugu- 


‘rated, then there is no reason to prevent them 
from acquiring as much experience and ma- 
turity as they can in the bargain. 
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Abandoning Ability to Pay 

Up from Fifteenth street and Pennsylvania 
avenue to Capitol Hill, the Treasury has sent 
its ideas on how Congress ought to raise the 
extra 10 billions in taxes asked by President 
Truman. It is almost always a safe bet that, 
when it comes to taxation, Congress will follow 
its own notions rather than those of the Treas- 
ury experts. That is. perhaps the chief reason 
why our tax laws are as confused as they are. 

In the present instance, however, there is at 
least one Treasury suggestion which ought to 
get close scrutiny. It is the recommendation 
that 4 per centage points be added to the rate 
in each personal income tax category. This 
sounds both simple and fair, since the man now 
taxed 20 per cent would pay 24 per cent, the 
man taxed 30 per cent would pay 34 per cent, 
the man taxed 50 per cent would pay"54 per 
cent, and so on. ‘ 

Indeed, the formula hardly could be more 
simple, but the appearance of fairness is strictly 
an illusion. What it amounts to is a flat in- 
crease in the tax rate, no matter how large the 
income. And this is a complete departure from 
the sound principle that income taxes ought to 
be graduated, roughly in accord with ability to 
pay. Under the Treasury formula, the old basic 
tax and surtax continue to be graduated, but 
there is no graduation-of the increase. , 

Here, surely, is a case of sauce for the goose 
being sauce for the gander. If it made sense 
up to mow to graduate income taxes—and it 
certainly did, then it should make sense to 
graduate additional income taxes. The excuse 
in the present case probably will be that it is 
less complicated not to do so, and that, since 
70 per cent of the nation’s incomes are in the 
less than $5000 brackets, the flat increase will 
be relatively easy on most people anyway. 

Talk of this sort is being heard a little too 
frequently from the tax collectors. It was used, 
for example, to excuse the enactment of the late 
St. Louis earnings tax on a flat basis. The 
trouble is that if ease of computation and rela- 
tive lightness are allowed to stand as excuses 
for bad taxation, sound principles will be out 
the window. As a matter of fact, both excuses 
are somewhat tendentious. 

Since the Treasury and Congress did not 


_find it too difficult to evolve the graduated 
‘rates now in effect, surely the 


Government 
mathematicians could have worked out a grad- 
uated table of increases. And since these would 
represent additions to taxes already being paid, 
there ought to be no special difficulties about 
collection. 

As the proposed new excise taxes inevitably 
must be flat-rate levies, we trust that, where 
income taxation is concerned, Congress will be 
more loyal than the Treasury to the principle 
of ability to pay. 


For Home Rule and Backbone 


The lamentable situation in Washington, D.C., 
where the Superintendent of the Public Schools, 
Hobart M. Corning, is kowtowing to the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, is a power- 
ful argument for home rule at the national 


- Capital. 


It should be possible for aroused citizens to 
fix responsibility for the outrageous practice of 
submitting names of prospective speakers at 
school convocations to the committee made in- 
famous by Martin Dies and J. Parnell Thomas. 
It should be possible to bring public opinion to 


* bear on the school administrator who would re- 


port that Marquis Childs and Pearl Buck, among 
others, were “listed” with the committee and 
so were not clear to speak from school rostrums. 

Yet this is almost impossible in Washington 
today. The city council-school board for the 
national capital is for all practical purposes the 
whole of Congress—96 Senators and 435 Rep- 
resentatives. What is everybody’s business is in 
large part nobody’s business, If Washington had 
home rule its School Superintendent could have 
no excuse to run to the House committee. He 
could be what he should be anyway—a man 
with moral courage plus backbone. 
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Go on, Take a Wooden Nickel 


People are taking wooden nickels by the 
dozens in Taft, Calif., and after all the times 
they have been admonished not to do it, too. 
The nickels were issued as part of a community 
celebration, and are now being gobbled up by 
collectors. 

If people are really acting on all that good 
parting advice in reverse, there ought to be a 
brisk market for a service which would show 
them how not to take care of themselves, goad 
them into doing everything you wouldn’t do, 
and assist them in being careless even when 
they aren’t being good. 
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Soft, Silent Killer 


One of these days the cities of America may 
really move against the soft, silent killer which 
is smog. So far, only a bare handful has fol- 
lowed the example of St, Louis. When people 
really wake up to the menace, it will probably 
‘be because they have heard over and over 
such figures as those published by Dr. Clarence 
A. Mills of the University of Cincinnati. 

The ash, fumes and smoke which we call 
smog, he told the American Meteorological So- 
ciety, push people with lung and heart troubles 
“across death’s threshold.” On 60 smoggy Los 
Angeles days in 1947-49, there were 335 more 
deaths attributable to these diseases than on 
cleaner days. A _ similar survey in Chicago 
showed 700 more deaths than in the cleaner 
suburban air. There were 250 extra deaths in 
Cleveland in a year. Surveys in other cities, 
no doubt, would yield similar results. And as 
Dr. Mills points out, these deaths are as noth- 
ing compared with the incidence of smog- 
caused disease which stops short of being fatal. 

Smog, of course, inflicts other than human 
penalties. For example, it is estimated that it 
confronts New York with an annuai cleaning 
bill running to $150,000,000. In Pittsburgh it 
is figured that it costs each family an extra $100 
a year in cleaning bills. The chemicals in some 
smog have ruined many an automobile paint 
job. All of which caused Robert L. Heilbroner 
to report in Harper’s Magazine: \ 

So far man has been losing the war—or 
at best holding his own—for industry has 
grown far faster than our sporadic attempts 
to control its wastes. _Here and there the 
inroads of smoke have been stopped, con- 
tained, rolled back; but by and large the 
problem of pollution has been picking up 
momentum. Today the smoke menace has 
assumed proportions—in its impact on both 
our health and our pocketbooks—that should 
serve to rank it as a major national scandal. 
Even in St. Louis, where the campaign against 

smoke has béen sensationally successful, much 
still needs to be done about other forms of 


air pollution. :

In the House, liberal Republican Rep- 
resentatives like Javits, Fulton and Case 
have found themselves leagued in a hope- 
less struggle to preserve the salutary limi- 
tations placed two years ago on the powers 
of the autocratic rules committee. 


In the Senate, the design of the conserv- 
ative leaders is even more plain. Here 
Senator McCarthy is 
enjoying an_ influ- 
ence among his col- 
leagues which his 
reputation for states- 
manship would 
scarcely seem to 
have earned for him. 

Here also, in a 
move which casts its 
shadow over’ the 
party’s future, the 
important policy 
committee has been 
recast so as to re- 
move at least two of 
the sanest and most 
astute personages.

— committee is not retribution for 
that). 

Senator Ives on questions of labor, of 
public health and other large issues has 
represented the middle road of enlighten- 
ment and restraint. 


Recently, in what seemed to us an ill- 
timed demand that Mr. Acheson’s resigna- 
tion be made a matter of party policy, he 
aligned himself closely with the conserva- 
tives.

The explanation for changes in the pol- 
icy committee is that of preparing for the 
1952 elections. Those Senators who are to 
be up for re-election are to have a pre- 
dominant hand in shaping party policy. 

The logic is acceptable; but the situation 
which results may be of a different order.’ 
It is difficult, indeed, to imagine a worse 
way of. preparing for the 1952 elections 
than by removing from positions of major 
influence those who have consistently in- 
troduced into Republican policy a forward- 
looking and progressive note. 

The party needs the best wisdom it has; 
it needs a harmony of diverse interests 
and views. Nothing is to be gained, in 
fact very much may be lost, by attempting 
to create a monolithic and unmoving 
conservatism. 


Fiction Needs a Hold on History

I stood with my son one afternoon on 
top of Independence Rock in eastern Wy- 
oming. It had been a great landmark for 
early emigrants to Oregon and California 
who made us a continental nation. 


There they had stopped to rest and 
clean up and repair equipment and refresh 
their draft animals. 

There, on the granite slopes and levels 
of the upthrust, they had inscribed their 
names with chisels and nails and plain 
paint, asserting personality, as Bernard 


De Voto happily said, against the vast | 


impersonality of the desert. 

A great many of those old names remain 
today. names inscribed with the dates of 
lost afternoons, of long-broken camps on 
the green of the Sweetwater river. 

Reading them, while the western wind 
sweeps at you and space flows endlessly 
all about, you live in that other time—if 


» you know about it. 


A sort of awe and a sort of hunger enter 
you, and you think America, America, 
thinking not of flags and martial music 
and orations but of dust-gray wagon covers 
and screeching axles and the gees and 
haws of drivers and the graves along the 
way. - 

While my son and I stood silent in the 
wind and sun, a new and shiny car pulled 
up to the foot of the rock, and a man got 
out. 
I said “Hello” to the man. He said, “What 
is this overgrown boulder, anyhow?” 


I tried to tell him, but the question had 
been a mere courtesy. He didn’t want 
to hear of ox trains and forerunners and 
the hard, brave journey to the Columbia. 
He wanted to tell me about his new auto- 
mobile. 

He knew a lot about it. 

He didn’t know about our history, and it 
made me think about nty own job, since I 
write novels that make use of history. 
How should h be handled :in fiction? 
Why should it be handled at all? . 

No single answer answers. I'll say, 


enough history, 


After a while we climbed down, and’ 


first. that not enough history is being 
taught, not enough is popularly known. 
The historical novel, 1f not a defensible 
substitute for history, still is better, than 
nothing. 

And even if students were taught 
and if adults knew 
enough, the historical novel, it seems to me 
could be justified if only because the good 
ones clothe the bones of history with flesh 
and recreate for us the people, problems, 
passions,’ conflicts and social directions 
that, in nonfiction treatment, remain dust 
for too many of us. 

Men aren’t known by their actions, or 
at any rate they don’t live and breathe and 
acquire dimension through a knowledge of 
them alone. 

Men are known through the whys of 
action. too. Understand a man thorough- 
ly and you can predict how he'll act. 


The best of the historical novelists seek 
to do that—to understand men and to 
acquaint you with them. Thus their ac- 
tions become, not accidental or inexplica- 
ble, as many actions appear to be, but of a 
piece with the men themselves. Men and 
actions both grow real, both persuasive, 
and together illuminative of the record. 


If the historical novel needs a further, 
and moral, justification, the justification 
can: be found, and in it also a support for 
the position that not enough history is 
taught or known. I’m speaking particular- 
ly but by no means exclusively of the 
American historical novel. 

I believe all of us become better citizens, 
richer and better-directed human beings, 
through a knowledge of the dreams and 
deeds of the men and women who went 
before. | 

In America I think we cannot appre- 
ciate freedom, opportunity, progress, con- 
venience, obligation, without an appreci- 
ation of spent hope and sweat and blood 
and treasure. And most of us, I’m afraid, 


don’t have it. 


Between Book Ends 


A Tale of the Ozarks 


NO DARK VALLEY, by Nancy Barker. (Good News 

Publishers, $1.50.) ‘ 

To describe ugly realities unflinchingly, 
to convey the redeeming power of religion 
without mawkishness, and at the same 
time to present personalities and dialogue 
authentically, requires unusual skill. 
Nancy Barker has achieved this in “No 
Dark Valley,” a tale of Ozark people 
which should take its place beside Vance 
Randolph’s fascinating studies. 

A tornado, a drought, the struggle 
against poverty, and the natural loveliness 
of the Ozarks are here as background for 
the characters in the period 1912-1919. It 
is the story of types now in process of 
extinction through the transforming might 
of the automobile and the radio. It tells 
of the simple faith of Hylie Ricker and 
the regeneration of her father, Laban, and 
of Jeff Carter through belief in 

. Jesus Christ. But 
; the novel is much 
more than that. 
There are memor- 
able accounts of a 
shotgun wedding, of 
a “shivaree,” of the 
fatal conflicts  be- 
tween miners and 
mine-owners, of the 
simple joys of the 
community, and of 
the insensate fury of 
a mob “slavering at 
the mouth in eager- 
ness for the kill.” 

There are grimly 

Nancy Barker realistic characterinw 
tions of the overbearing and sadistic “Miz” 
Bronson and her sexually glamorous 
daughter, Velma, and of the other citizens 
of the town of Flute. All this is told 


‘cogently and vividly and compassionately, 


but without moralizing on the part of the 
author. , 

Readers who have perhaps been cloyed 
with bosom-boudoir, bedroom-bathrgom, 
and abundant-sex-mingled-with-history nov- 
els will find “No Dark Valley” a refresh- 
ing interlude. It contains only 180 pages, 
but has the poignancy of close-packed 
drama. St. Louisans should be particu- 
larly interested. for Nancy Barker is Mrs. 
Theodore R. Barker, of 7603 Maryland 
avenue, and an alumna of Mary Institute.

Lively Factual Book on Asia 
BLUNDER IN ASIA, by Harrison Forman. (Didier, 

190 pgs., $3.) 

‘Having served for 20 years as a foreign 
correspondent in the Orient, Harrison For- 
man is well qualified to give a true pic- 
ture of the situation in China up to a few 
months ago and to analyze America’s part 
in the imbroglio. -Mr. Forman’s book 
proves that he is very good at the former 
and nothing like as good at the latter. 
Unfortunately, too, the swift march of 
events has somewhat dated his book. But 
as a reporter of events, Mr. Forman is — 
excellent. 

His chapter on how a million Red Chi- 
nese troops crossed the flood-swollen Yang- 
tze with no planes and artillery to aid 
them, and in the face of considerable Na- 
tionalist resistance, is a high light. So 
are his chapters dealing with Shanghai - 
before, during and after its capture. He ~- 
recognized the Red army as a capable one - 
and he says that the Nationalists, when 
well-officered, half-fed and occasionally 
paid their pittances, fought well. Personal 
interviews with many of the Red and Na- 
tionalist leaders give added insight. And 
Mr. Forman does not hesitate to give the 
West its share of the blame for the pres- 
ent situation in China. He has written a 
lively. factual and colorful book.

WEALTHY DAUGHTER 
OF RETTY GREEN DIES 


Mrs.. Matthew Astor Wilks 
Leaves Fortune Estimated 
to Be $125,000,000. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
Mrs. Matthew Astor Wilks, 80- 

ar-old daughter of the fabulous- 

wealthy Hetty Green and, in 
her own right, one of the world’s 
richest women, died last night in 
New York Hospital. 
Tall, austere Mrs. Wilks 
shunned publicity like her moth- 
er who at her death in 1916 was 
said to have amassed $100,000,000. 
Mrs, Wilks’s fortune was esti- 
mated at $125,000,000. 

She was the widow of Matthew 
Wilks, great-grandson of the first 
John Jacob Astor. Before their 
marriage, Mrs. Green made her 
future son-in-law sign a waiver to 
her daughter’s estate. 

In youth, Mrs. Wilks was 
guarded closely by her mother.

What It Would Cost to Back Chiang 


Like the weird noises the Chi- 
nese troops make as they attack, 
this is by now old stuff. Whether 
the Communists have the means 
and the will to launch a sizeable 
new offensive south of the thirty- 
eighth parallel is a question.

It was scarcely an accident that 
just as the United States was 
hard at work rounding up a ma- 
jority for the aggressor resolu- 
tion, Representative Walter Judd 
of Minnesota should have ex- 
pressed the views of those who 
are pushing for action. Judd said 
it was his understanding that the 
Government intended to make 
use of the Nationalist troops of 
Chiang Kai-shek on Formosa in 
attacks against the mainland. 


A Reporter’s Views. 


This is a logical next step for 
those who have been determined 
all along that the United States 
should direct the rescue of the 
Chinese people from the Commu- 
nist masters who now exercise a 
complete tyranny over them. And 
the ardent believers in Chiang, 
such as Judd and Senator William 
Knowland of California, have al- 
ways regarded him as the chief 
instrument of that rescue. 

But if the rescue operation is 
to be undertaken, it is time the 
American people understand what 
the cost of it is likely to be in 
terms of the resources which are 
said to be available. In this con- 
nection a series of articles by 
Philip Potter in the Baltimore 
Sun should be required reading. 
Potter, who has had considerable 
experience in the Far East, wrote 
his articles after a tour of For- 
mosa. 

They are the kind of straight 
and thorough reporting that in 
this age of propaganda strikes a 
most refreshing and novel note.

100 Per Cent Aid Wanted. 


How much it would cost the 
United States to re-equip the Na- 
tionalist armies and support a 
Nationalist attempt to invade the 
mainland is a matter of disagree- 
ment among the American mili- 
tary advisers employed by Chiang 
on Formosa, according to Potter. 
R. Adm. Charles M. Cooke, re- 
tired commander of the United 
States Seventh Fleet, who has 
been in Formosa since Yebruary 
as head of Cdémmerce Interna- 
tional of China procuring military 
supplies for the Nationalists, puts 
the figure at $250,000,000. 

But Potter quotes an unnamed 
Marine Corps general, who is also 
an adviser, as estimating the cost 
of making effective soldiers out © 
of Chiang’s 500,000 troops at a 
much higher figure. He quotes 
this general as saying: 

“There is no possibility of a 
mainland invasion unless we (the 
United States) give 100 per cent 
assistance logistically, as well as 
air cover and naval transport.” 


Limited War Rejected. 


Officials in Washington say 
there is no intention of taking any 
steps against Communist China 
that could be interpreted as in 
any way resembling even “limited 
war.” This assurance was given 
to Premier Rene Pleven of France 
during his visit. 

The concept of “limited war” 
which was held at the time of the 
visit of Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee of Great Britain appears to 
have been rejected. 

But while this represents the 
official intention at present, there 
is no guarantee that it will not be 
altered. Now that Step One has 
been taken with the adoption of 
the aggressor resolution, the pres- 
sure for Step Two and Step Three 
is bound to grow. Whether this 
pressure can be resisted is what 
the apprehensive delegates in 
the United Nations would like to 


know.

368 Players in 
Minors Lost to 
Armed Services 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (INS)\— 
Baseball minor leagues are in a 
serious battle for survival today 
despite the pale green light Pres- 
ident Truman gave the game the 
other day. 

George Trautman, boss of the 
minors, tacitly admitted as much 
yesterday when he came East to 
ask the help of press, radio and 
television. 


The meeting was called ostensi- | " 


bly to lay plans for the golden 
jubilee celebrations of the minors 
this year. But is was quickly 
made apparent that what con- 
cerned him most was ideas for 
the increase of attendance in the 
minors . 

Trautman, who has been men- 
tioned prominently as a possible 
successor to Happy Chandler as 
baseball commissioner, said: 

“We've already suffered a loss 
of four minor leagues even be- 
fore the season opens but we 
still have 52 leagues left. 

“We have lost 368 players to 
the armed services and probably 
will lose more. But that in itself 
is not too serious when you con- 
sider that we had 13,000 minor 
league players last year. 

“Of the 432 minor league clubs, 
10i are owned by major league 
clubs and 125 others have work- 
ing agreements with the majors. 
This means the majors have a tre- 
mendous stake in the minors and 
we know they want to help us. 

“It is vital to them that we con- 
tinue as a feeding ground. There 
are only seven players in the 
majors today who have had no 
previous minor league experience. 

“At one time it was thought 
that radio would kill baseball but 
it has been our biggest booster 
outside the press. But our base- 
ball clubs have not made the best 
use of the mediums at their dis- 
posal. 

At least 1000 radio stations will 
carry baseball games this season 
and the broadcasters promised to 
do all in their power to aid the 
little fellows.

Colorful Old Sergeant 
Once Known as Wal- 
ter Johnson’s Catcher; 
Had Been Broadcaster 
Here in Recent Years.

Sports Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
Charles Evard (Gabby) Street, 
|'who had managed both the St. 
‘Louis Cardinals and the Browns 
in the ceurse of a long and varied 


| baseball career, and who more 


‘recently had served as a broad- 
caster of Cardinal games, died of 
cancer early today in a hospital at 
Joplin, Mo. He was 68 years old. 

He underwent an operation in 
a St. Louis hospital in the sum- 
mer of 1949. 

Street, one of the late Sam 
Breadon’s personal selections to 
direct his beloved Cardinals on 
the field, was the first manager 
to win consecutive pennants with 
the Redbirds. The Old Sergeant, 
a nickname  self-applied after 
Street’s return from service in 
the first world war, joined the 
Cardinal organization in 1929, 
originally as a coach. 

Grover Cleveland Alexander was 
with the Cardinals and Street, a 
reformed man who in his earlier 


years had learned all about burn- 


The European zone draw also | ing candles at both ends, was con- 


sidered a fine companion to keep 


Alexander from yielding to even- | 


tide temptations. 


Breadon, always a most observ- 
ant club owner, noticed that the 
Old Sergeant, or Gabby, as the 
players called him, was one of 
the hardest working members of 
the organization on the field and 
one of the most popular when 
players gathered for bull sessions 
in train drawing room or hotel 
lobby. 


Street, a tireless story - teller, 
entertained the players nightly 
with his tales of war and ro- 
mance, baseball and balderdash, 
and Breadon, seeing the bonds of 
friendship between coach and 
players grow, recognized’ the 
coach as managerial timber. Billy 
Southworth, up for his first trial 
as leader of the Cardinals, had 
his troubles that wear (1929) and 
in mid-season Breadon changed 
leaders, recalling Bill McKechnie 
from the International League 
and sending Southworth back to 
the minors. Then when Mc- 
Kechnie was offered a better-pay- 
ing job with the Braves, Breadon 
appointed Street to manage the 
Cardinals in 1930. 

1931 His Big Year. 


The Old Sergeant was just the 
man for the job. The Cardinals 
of 1930 and 1931 didn’t need much 
managing. Frankie Frisch, Jimmy 
Wilson and Burleigh Grimes were 
members of that great team, form- 
ing a most capable board of strat- 
egy. Street tackled his managerial 
chores with great humility. He 
would refer to himself as “just 
out of the bushes,” as the minor 
leagues are cajled, and admit that 
he would have to learn all over 
about the National League. His 
baseball strategy was sound, his 
ball club played strategic, percent- 
age baseball instinctively and the 
Cardinals, under Street’s leader- 
ship won the pennant that year 
and romped away the following 
season. 

The Athletics defeated Street's 
team in 1930 in the world series, 
but in- 1931 the Old Sergeant real- 
ized the cherished ambition of 
every field leader to win a world 
championship, the Cardinals de- 
feating Connie Mack’s team in a 
dramatic series. 

Most baseball observers rate 
Street’s 1931 Cardinal team as 


\ the greatest ever to represent 


St. Louis in the National League. 
With a manager beloved by all 


‘members of the squad, the Red- 
birds that year had everything.

While that team .probably was 
the greatest Cardinal machine, it 
fell apart quickly after the 1931 
season. It floundered in 1932, fin- 
ishing in a tie for sixth place, and 
late in July of 1933, with the club 
still down in the standings, Frisch 
replaced Street as manager. 

Street was born in Huntsville, 
Ala., Feb. 27, 1882, and began 
his professional playing career, 
which spamned 25 years in the 
majors and minors, as catcher for 
the Hopkinsville (Ky.) club of 
the Kitty League in 1903. 

It was while traveling in the 
minor leagues that Street ac- 
quired the nickname of Gabby. 
in Huntsville, he related, he was 
in the habit of calling everybody 
he didn’t know Gabby. On trains 
he addressed all porters as Gabby 
and his team-mates soon trans- 
ferred the nickname to Street. 
It was a most appropriate nick- 
name, as there never was a man 
in baseball who talked more 
readily or more than did Street. 

He would sit up far into the 
night spinning yarns. Many of 
his tales were about himself. For 
instance, he frequently told how 
he had kicked his coach and 
roommate, Buzzy Wares, out of 
bed one night because of a los- 
ing streak. 

“Conditions” Were Terrible. 


Worried over the plight of the 
ball club, Street was, walking the 
floor, smoking his pipe and pon- 
dering on what to do. Sound 
asleep in his own bed and all 
oblivious of Street’s mental suf- 
ferings, Wares was snoring with 
overtones. Finally Street could 
stand it no more. He kicked 
Wares and kicked him again, un- 
til he. had him out of bed and 
then asked indignantly, “Buzzy, 
how can you sleep so sound and 
snore so loud, with conditions 
the way they are?” 

Street’s first major league 
trial was with the Cincinnati 
Reds in 1904 and he belonged 
for a time to the Boston Nation- 
als, but he achieved his greatest 
fame as a player with the Wash- 
ington Senators, where he was 
batterymate of the great Walter 
Johnson, the fire-ball king. He 
accepted a total of 924 chances 
in 1909 with the Senators, a one- 
season major league record that 
still stands. Street played in 


the rugged days of baseball and 


he was one of the hardiest of the 
athletes. 
greatest diamond feat was the 
catching of eight double-headers 
in nine days without missing an 
inning. 

His Famous Catch. 

It was while a member of the 
Senators that Street attracted na- 
tion-wide attention by catching a 
baseball dropped from the ob- 
servation balcony of the Wash- 
ington Monument. 

After leaving the Cardinals in 
1933, Street managed the San 
Francisco club of the Pacific 
Coast League in 1934 and 1935 
and St. Paul in the American 
Association in 1936. He resigned 
the St. Paul job in 1937 to ac- 
cept a place as coach with the 
Browns and succeeded Jim Bot- 
tomley as manager of the St. 
Louis American League club in 
1938. He left the Browns after 
the 1939 season and turned to 
broadcasting. For the last three 
years he had teamed with Harry 
Caray in broadcasting only Cardi- 
nal games.

Street made his home in Joplin. 
In January 1950 that community 
celebrated Gabby Street day with 
a series of events which included 
naming a new street after the 
baseball veteran and dedicating a 
baseball park in his honor. The 
Mayor formally dedicated Gabby 
Street boulevard. The baseball 
park, a diamond for boys, likewise 
was named after Street. 


In a talk before the Downtown 
Lions Club of Joplin in 1937, 
Street had suggested that estab- 
lishment of baseball leagues for 
boys would go far toward combat- 
ing juvenile delinquency. As a 
result of this suggestion, there 
are now 32 leagues playing under 
the Gabby Street League banner. 

Street was married in 1923 to 
Lucinda Chandler of Joplin, Mo., 
and had made his home in Jop- 
lin since the marriage. There 
are two children, Charles Evard 
Jr. (Sonny), now an officer in 


the United States Air Force, and 


a daughter, Sally Lou.

Birds Are Guide 
To Weather Changes 


By Leonard Hall 


A LTHOUGH there’s a good barometer hanging 


just inside the kitchen window at Possum Trot, 

we've another and equally accurate one in the 

cherry tree outside Here one of Ginnie’s bird feed- 

ers swings from a su- 

gar maple, attracting 

birds of many species. 

This barometer, of 

course, only works in 

winter; but during the 

cold months we are 

able to predict changes 

in weather from it as 

readily as we do from 

the one inside. This 

feeder, like the others, 

is kept well-stocked 

with a variety of foods 

— cracked _ corn, 

wheat, sudan grass 

seed, giant sunflower 

heads, suet and the 

mixture of poultry 

mash and peanut butter which all the birds relish 

more than anything else. At any time of day you 

will find a few birds moving in and out from the 

woods behind the house to get a taste of their 

favorite foods. But when the weather is due for a 

change for the worse, the traffic to the bird feed- 
ers increases many fold 

* * * 

THUS IT WAS when we sat down for breakfast 
the other morning. Our thermometer registered 32 
degrees which, at this time of day, would normally 
mean mild weather. Yet when we looked at the 
feeders outside there was a regular procession of 
birds coming and going, with a dozen or so eating 
at the trays all the time. Then we turned on the 
radio for the morning news and learned that the 
thermometer in St. Louis, which averages six to 
10 degrees above our temperature under ordinary 
conditions,.had dropped to 21 degrees and was 
headed for near-zero. A cold wave was sweeping 
in from the north and west, which we might ex- 
pect to reach us by evening. The birds, however, 
weren't waiting that long. Sensing the approaching 
storm, they were stocking up for whatever might 
come.

THERE’S NO DOUBT that this season we’ve had 
more English sparrows than in past years and 
possibly we should do something to discourage 
them. Yet except for the fact that they consume 
a good deal of feed, we cannot see that they do 
much harm. Certainly there are few signs that 
they drive away other birds, even the smallest and 
most timid. During the breakfast hour a census 
showed all the species which normally eat at our 
banquet tables arriving and leaving in unusual 
numbers. There seemed to be at least two pairs of 
Carolina wrens and a dozen each of the friendly 
black-capped chickadees and tufted titmice. Now 
and then a bluejay or mockingbird would fly in, 
putting the other birds to flight. But both of these 
are shy and seldom stay for more. than a moment 
or two, with the other birds flocking back as soon 


as they leave. 
* * * 


ANOTHER OF OUR FAVORITES is the white- 
breasted nuthatch, our only “upside down” bird 
except for the chickadee with which this species 
seems commonly to associate. On one or two rgre 


occasions we have had visits from the red-breasted © 


nuthatch, a smaller cousin of the white-breasted, 
which winters in Missouri but probably nests 
somewhere to the north of our latitude. Also like 
the chickadee, these birds are friendly and toler- 
ant of human companionship. When we go out to 
stock up the feeders, we’re almost certain to find 
the nuthatch at his favorite task of working down 
the big limbs of the trees head-foremost, search- 
ing for insects as he comes. It is only necessary 
to stand quite still and he will work down to 
shoulder level and inspect you carefully with his 
shiny black eyes. The idea that this bird is in- 
jurious to trees is erroneous, for his diet is almost 
entirely of insects, nuts and large seeds and he 
doesn't have the bad habit of the sapsucker of 
boring in to feed on the rising sap.

ONLY RARELY DO WE SEE the sapsucker at 
the feeding trays. perhaps because the food we 
put out is not especially to its liking. But the 
other members of the woodpecker family are 
among our best customers, except for flicker and 
red-head. The tiny downy is friendliest of this 
family, but at almost any time of day we can look 
out and see at least a pair of hairy woodpeckers 
or the handsome red-bellied with its salt-and- 
pepper marking. There are several other species 
which we can watch from the breakfast table and 
which come in unusual numbers just before a 
change in weather. Always there will be a dozen 
crows feeding on the ground between the house 
and the big hay barn, and oftener than not they 
are joined by a small flock of starlings which 
roost at night with the pigeons in the barn or in 
the great elm tree beside the road. After the 
crows have gone about their day’s foraging, in 
come the horned larks. But the meadowlarks and 
flickers, which flock together at this season, like 
the low fields down along the creek better than 
they do those on the ridge. 
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AMONG OUR PREDATORY BIRDS which are 
conspicuous in winter are the northern and 
migrant shrikes, handsome birds often mistaken 
for mockingbirds. These perch on posts, fence 
wires or isolated limbs, whence they can pounce 
on such small prey as field mice. A pair of sharp- 
shinned hawks spend some time each evening up 
near the big barn, where they doubtless take an 
occasional starling or squab from the pigeon nests 
in the barn. These birds which frequent the 
feeders and nearby fields and thickets are by no 
means all of those which winter with us. But they 
are, with the cardinals and a half-dozen others, 
the ones we observe most frequently. One word 
of advice might be added, which is that our winter 
has been hard on most food sources for the song- 
birds and that feeding under such circumstances 
becomes doubly important and is apt to pay extra 
dividends in attracting new and unusual birds.

“Operating under the assump- 


tion that we can fight an enemy 
best when we know him best, I 
believe ‘that we should educate 
ourselves better about the mean- 
ing and purposes of Communism. 
This educational program should 
be undertaken by every means 
possible and on every educational 
level. Press, radio, motion pic- 
tures and .public discussions 
should be used realistically and 
inteHigently to educate the great 
mass of the people. Just as a 
physician is taught the nature of 
disease so that he may recognize 
and cure it, also should the real 
facts of Communism be revealed 
to every citizen, young and old, 
of these United States.” 
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IT WOULD BE a great advance, 
I think, if we were to accept this 
thesis. Often in the past we have 
been opposed even to having 
Communism mentioned in our 
schools. It seems to me basically 
true that our young people would 
be better fitted to understand 
Communism if: they discussed it 
with people who themselves are 
able to understand and explain 
any misapprehensions that arise. 
Somewhere along the line young 
people are going to hear some- 
thing about Communism and it 
would be better to be prepared 
to recognize truth from falsehood. 


I am in complete accord with 
much that follows in this interest- 
ing communication from Dr. 
Holtzendorff. Communism _is 
aimed at world revolution. It is 
economic even more than it is 
political. The basic difference 
between the concept of Commu- 
nism and democracy lies in the 
fact that under Communism the 
-individual is destined to serve the 
state, while under democracy the 
state was created to serve the 
individual. : 
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ONE THING Dr. Holtzendorff 
does not emphasize quite suffi- 
ciently is that democracy, or 
rather the ideals of democracy, 
are rooted in Christian ideals. 
There are many other religions 
that in one way or another stand 
for very nearly the same thing, 
but the actual concept of the 
worth of the individual human 
personality is basic to Christian- 
ity and basic to democracy. 

I do not think our problem is a 
public relations problem. I think 
it is really the need in the United 
States to make our democracy 
more nearly attain the Christian 
ideal... By so doing we will prove 
to the world that democracy can 
be made a better way of life and 
is a more revolutionary concept 
of Communism, which does not 
allow freedom to the individual 
and always sets the good of the 
state above that of the individual. 

What we are doing in strength- 
ening our  ~military position 
throughout the world is to buy 
time so that our economic power 
may be used to improve condi- 
tions of people in the underdevel- 
oped parts of the world as well as 
at home. Thus, a new and vital- 
ized concept of our obligations as 
citizens in a democracy may give 
us real spiritual and moral lead- 
ership in the world.

In any case the word is in- 
teresting because it is one of the 
not too common examples where 
we are still speaking Middle Eng- 
lish—spelling, pronouncing and 
meaning by “sleight” exactly the 
same as Latimer or Chaucer those 
many years ago. The word conies 
from the Old English “sleighte,” 
going back to “Slaegr,” meaning 
sly, cunning. Inherent in this 
from the beginning was the sense 
of artful practice which makes 
your “sleight of hand” artist to- 
day. 

A ‘synonym of simpler dimen- 
sions in the light of how it 
started, though it sounds less 
simple and is far less in usage to- 
day than “sleight of hand,” is 
“Legerdemain.” -To the _ Eliza- 
bethans, closer to French _ in- 
fluences than we are today, this 
was the current word for magic, 
as you can see from Edmund 
Spenser’s line, “He of legierde- 
mayne the mysteries did know.” 
It is literally “light of hand.” 
The modern spelling just as it 
stands translates into the three 
French words — “leger” being 
light “de” the preposition of and 
“main,” hand—light of hand.

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the minimum and unfreeze the 
pack? 

Well, first of all, “Why should 
you?” Needing only 50 points, it 
is extremely unlikely that your 
partner will have the slightest 
difficulty in making the mini- 
mum for himself any time he can 
match the upcard with a pair.

The net result woulds be that 
you had removed from your hand 
one of the pairs that would let 
you take the pack—so, instead of 
increasing, your side’s chance to 
get the pack, you would have 
decreased it.

‘Racketeer Wife

R. B.’S marriage is in bad shape. His wife is a fraud. 
M He came in to tell me about it. 

“We're expecting a new arrival in the family, four or 
five months from now,” he explained. “My wife is in good 
health, the physician says, but she’s certainly a problem child 
to me.” 

“For instance .. .?” 

“She’s using her pregnancy as an excuse to do nothing 
except to let me await on her. She wants me to bring her 
breakfast in bed. She thinks she should do no housework. 
Half the time, when I come home, she has done nothing to 
get dinner. I have to take charge. I’ve almost worn out the 
can opener.” 

“Many women are tired or irritable during pregnancy,” 
I pointed out. 

“I'm willing to make allowances,” he conceded, “but the 
physician says she’s in perfect shape. She’s just taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to be a parasite. And she has dis- 
continued our sex life altogether; says she is doing her duty 
by bearing a child, and that’s enough!” 

* * * 

MRS. B. ISN’T the only wife-who becomes a “racketeer”’ 
during pregnancy. She should have had a different education 
in girlhood. She should have had proper education at the 
time of her marriage. It’s more difficult to re-educate a 
woman after she has become pregnant. 

Usually, the husband has to handle this situation without 
the help. of any counselor except the physician. He should 
talk it over fully with the latter. Then he should consider 
his own responsibility toward his wife: 

1. He will have to recognize the need for patience, for 
extra tenderness, consideration anti reassurance. He usually 
will have to make a special effort to convince her that she is 
no less beautiful than before! , 

2, Of course he dare not be indifferent, much less child- 
ishly jealous and petulant, beeause he feels neglected. Many 
husbands offend in one or more of these ways.

3. UNLESS THE PHYSICIAN finds reason to instruct 
otherwise, normal sexual life should be continued. If the 
wife needs. re-education on this poini, I can supply the hus- 
band with books and pamphlets that he needs. 

4. Having done everything that a good husband could and 
should do to make the pregnancy comfortable and a source of 
strength to the marriage, the husband must refuse to be vic- 
timized. In the long run, his wife will not respect him if she 
finds that she can make a fool out of him, as Mrs. B. tried to 
do. It is harmful to the wife, herself, to become a “racketeer,” 
extorting illegitimate profits from a normal situation. If she 
can get away with such tactics once, she'll try it again. The 
physician can be relied on to support the husband's position, 
if he does all that he ought to and refuses to do more. 


Harry Truman's Career as Haberdasher

EFORE Christmas in 1919 

Harry Truman was a parther 

in his own business and a hap- 
pily married man. Probably there 
never was a busier, happier six 
months in his whole life than 
those between the spring in which 
he came home and the autumn 
in which he and Eddie Jacobson 
opened their haberdashery store 
near the corner of Twelfth and 
Baltimore streets in Kansas City. 

It took them time to find and 
fix and stock the store near that 
corner which did seem at the very 
crossroads of America. 

As a matter of fact either 
Tweéfth or Baltimore could prob- 
ably have better qualified as 
American Main Street than the 
mean stretch of pavement in 
Gopher Prairie upon the descrip- 
tion of which Sinclair Lewis was 
working that year. 

The Muehlebach and Baltimore 
hotels Jrought to that corner the 
congregation of the Main Streets 
of the prairies and the Panhandle, 
of the corn country and the wheat 
lands, the cattle ranges and the 
oil fields. “The South drawled 
there. The North traded there. In 
those days there were as many 
big Western hats, black, tan and 
putty-colored, as any others on 
that corner. 

Harry Truman made no noise 
that summer of 1919. He fitted 
snugly into the picture of the re- 
turning soldier trying with as lit- 
tle ado as possible to adjust 
himself to normal civilian life 
and not into any special “nor- 
malcy” of the early twenties. 

In later years it was sometimes 
fastidiously suggested that haber- 
dashery was not quite appropriate 
in the past of a President. Lin- 
coln had been a storekeeper who 
failed, but “gents’ furnishings” 
seemed even less dignified than 
Andrew Johnson’s tailoring. It 
was a descent from heroic soldier, 
great musician, oil millionaire, 
even farmer. The simple explana- 
tion is that it promised security 
at a time when that was more 
important than anything else in 
the world—or ever before in the 
world. 

Within less than two months 
after he came home he was mar- 
ried to a woman whose reticences 
about her personal life are re- 
markable. On June 28, 1919, 
when he and Elizabeth Virginia 
Wallace were married in the -di- 
minutive Trinity Episcopal Church 
each was 35 years old. 

Ted Marks, recently Captain of 
C Battery of the 129th, was best 
man and as _ tailor-returned-to- 
his-shears made the wedding suits 
for both the groom and himself. 


When Harry and Bess came 
home from their brief honey- 
moon, they settled in the big 
Wallace-Gates house at 219 North 
Delaware street in Independence. 
Mrs. Truman has been as close 
as possible to his work and as far 
as possible from his publicity in 
all the years since. Even in the 
White House their lives have 
been kept separate from his pol- 
itics. 

That has not always been easy. 
In the publicity of the Presidency, 
their story as childhood sweet- 
hearts has been repeatedly stirred 
and sweetened by the sentimental 
and the merely curious. And the 
question has been repeatedly 
asked, why, if they were sweet- 
hearts all their lives, did. they 
wait until they were practically 
middle-aged before they married?

OTH were the eldest children 
Bes widowed mothers. Harry 
had been slow in settling into 
the career which satisfied him. 
Undoubtedly, also, he had much 
competition in his courtship. The 
only proper answer to such ques- 
tions was given by Harry’s mother 
before she died. 
“Maybe,” sne 
wouldn’t have him.” 
Everybody who. knows them is 
agreed that so far as Harry Tru- 
man was concerned there never 
was any other girl except Bess 
Wallace. There is equal unanim- 
ity about the fact that no girl in 
Independence had more beaux 
than Bess. There was consider- 
able difference between them as 
children. If Harry was an :.lmost 
womanish little boy, Bess Wallace 
was a tomboy who grew into an 
athletic girl. One of her school- 
mates has unkindly remembered 
that she “was the first girl I ever 
knew who could whistle through 
her teeth.” She could beat all the 
boys at murmbly-peg. With his 
eyes, Harry could not hope to join 
her at tennis. (There is a story in 
Independence that at least one 
of her other beaux lost out be- 
cause, though not as good a play- 
er as Bess, he always shouted to 
her that he would get the ball 
when they were playing doubles 
together.) 
There were similarities in the 
lives of Harry and Bess, never- 
theless. The Wallaces like the 
Trumans had come from Ken- 
tucky. The year in which the 
Trumans moved to Kansas City 
after the failure of Harry’s father, 
Bess Wallace’s father died. He 
had been a precocious citizen, Ac-

cording to the 1881 “History of 
Jackson County,” he was assist- 
ant docket clerk of the Missouri 
State Senate when he was 14. At 
31 he was Eminent Commander 
of the Knights Templar of Mis- 
souri. He had held a number of 
public offices including that of 
county treasurer. Also, he was 
“the handsomest man in town.” 
But he left little property when 
he died. Bess moved with her 
widowed mother to live with her 
Grandmother Gates. 

The legend that the Wallaces 
were of higher social position and 
greater riches than the Trumans 
and that that delayed the marriage 
still persists. It does not bother 
the President, but some of his 
Truman kin have been restive 
under its repetition. Neither. the 
Wallaces nor the Trumans, how- 
ever, could have been counted as 
rich in 1919 when Harry Truman 
and Bess Wallace were married. 

x &® ® 

HE store opened in the fall. It 

took money to stock it. As 

after all wars, there was a huge 
mass-buying of clothing by the re- 
turning soldiers though they were 
a little surprised, despite letters 
from home, by the new prices. 
One joke of the demobilized was: 
“A man without a dollar is fifty 
cents better off than he used to 
be.” Those were the days of the 
$15 silk shirt. But people who 
were getting $2.15 for wheat, and 
working at town jobs in the Mid- 
dle Border on the basis of that 
sort of agricultural support, were 
ready to buy them. 

It was at such levels that Tru- 
man and Jacobson put in their 
stock. Eddie, out of his experi- 
ence, served as buyer and mark- 
up man. Truman’s popularity was 


' a basis of the store’s good will and 


he served as salesman of neckties, 
shirts, belts, socks and hats. 

“We opened the store at eight 
in the morning and closed at nine 
at night,” Jacobson _ recalls. 
“Twelfth street was in its heyday 
and our war buddies and the 
Twelfth street boys and girls were 
our customers. Those were the 
days when the boys wore silk 
underwear and silk shirts. We 
sold shirts at $16. Our business 
was all cash. No credit. Harry 
and I worked reverse shifts and 
we had a clerk all the time. Harry 
did the bookkeeping and I did 
the buying. We both did the 
selling.” 

There was easy money on 
Twelfth street in those days. It 
was the real “whiteway” of a 
wide-open Kansas City and Mid- 
dle America around it. In 1950 
the Phillips Hotel entrance 
opened where the store was in 
1919. The Muehlebach remained 
across the street. But the famous 
old Baltimore was gone. 

In those old days in the Dixon 
Hotel on another corner, two 
wide-open gambling houses op- 
erated, one upstairs and one in 
the basement. “Craps,” Jacobson 
remembers, was the _ principal 
game. There were always pros- 
titutes on the street. The side- 
walks were crowded long after 
dark and Truman & Jacobson 
stayed open every night to get the 
trade. By the autumn of 1920, 
however, the price of wheat had 
dropped from $2.15 to $1.44 a 
bushel. The girls on the street, 
the men in the gambling houses 
and people who sold neckties no- 
ticed a difference. 

Warren Harding, who passed 
through Kansas City not long 
before he was nominated in the 
well-known smoke-filled room at 
Chicago, defined “normalcy” in 
a campaign speech in July 1920. 
Less than a year later farm prices 
had tumbled 40 per cent. People 
on farms netted only $3,795,000,- 
000 in 1921—compared with $8,- 
368,000,000 in 1920. In the towns 
in 1919, there were 6451 mercan- 
tile and industrial insolvencies 
with liabilities of $113,291,237: in 
1921, there were 19,652 with lia- 
bilities of $627,401,883. 


FROM NINE TO FIVE

Having made their contracts 
and put in their inventories at 
the level of $2.15 wheat, Truman 
and Jacobson were only energet- 
ically losing when they labored to 
sell shirts and socks and ties at 
the prices to which they had been 
forced to mark them down. 

Measuring by that wheat price, 
Truman & Jacobson not only 
failed in 1922 exactly 20 years 
after Harry’s father, John Tru- 
man, bet wrong on wheat futures 
on the Board of Trade; also, they 
failed for approximately the same 
cause. Not all the gambling was 
on the Board of Trade, in Legion 
crap games, or even in the big 
open gambling houses on the 
other side of the corner. The 
widow on the farm, the small 
haberdasher, the worker and the 
harvester were in the same game. 
Any number could play. 

‘“‘We did a remarkable business 
the first couple of years until old 
Mellon got in his licks,” Truman 
said years afterwards. “Then we 
saw an inventory of $30,000 or 
$40,000 drop down to about $10,- 
000 value.” In 1945, he wrote 
from the office of the Vice Presi- 
dent when Jacobson was going 
into business for himself again: 
“Don’t let them catch you on an 
inflation squeeze as they did us 
before.” 

Truman later figured that he 
“lost about $28,000 in this busi- 
ness.” He refused to take bank- 
ruptcy. As late as 1934 there was 
an unsatisfied judgment of 
$8944.78 against him in favor of 
the Security State Bank of Kan- 
sas City. Across the years he set- 
tled such claims on the basis of 
the best settlement he could get, 
but they hung heavy on him even 
after he was Senator, more than 
a decade later. 

In the vase of neither Truman 
nor Jacobson is it possible to 
figure the total losses from the 


‘partnership. Each lost all he in- 


vested in it as well as the debts 
acquired in the business. 
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FTER the failure and after 
A Truman was a county official, 
they met one day for lunch 
and Truman saw how frayed were 
the clothes of his old partner in 
‘gents’ furnishings.” He went in- 
to his own not very full pocket 
and brought out some money. 

“Don’t spend it,” he told Jacob- 
son, “on anything but clothes.’ 
And probably he called him then 
the standard term of endearment 
which Jacobson as old friend and 
old comrade understands and ap- 
preciates, “You bald-headed so- 
and-so.” A sentimental man like 
Eddie Jacobson will never forget 
the incident. His heart warms to 
the phrase. 

The whole world looked a little 
frayed in the late winter and 
early spring of 1922. Then, one 
day the big Locomobile of Mich- 
ael J. Pendergast rolled up 
Twelfth street and stopped at the 
curb. Truman had known Mike 
as a man interested in the poli- 
tics of Jackson county. Also, he 
knew him better as the father 
of his war associate; Lt. Jim 
Pendergast. 

“I was in the store one day 
just when we were going broke,” 
Truman recalls. “I had had a job 
offered me with an insurance and 
building and loan company. But 
I was standing behind the counter 
feeling fairly blue when Mike 
Pendergast came in. 


“ ‘How'd you like to be county | 


udge?’ 
“*T don’t know,’ I told him. 
“‘If you would, you can have 
it,” he said.” 


That is the most simple and | 


direct story of the entrance of 
Harry Truman into politics. Mike 
was the older, but subordinate, 
brother of Thomas J. Pendergast, 
head of the Kansas City Demo- 
cratic organization. Mike, him- 
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self, in Kansas City was boss of 
the Tenth Ward—the old “Bloody 
Tenth.” Also, under his brother 
Tom, he exercised a special su- 
pervision over county affairs out- 
side of Kansas City. 

The truth is that when Mike 
walked heavily back to his Loco- 
mobile and headed up Twelfth 
street, he knew that, if Truman 
agreed, Truman and the Pender- 
gasts together would have a hard 
time winning that election. The 
Pendergasts had rivals within the 
Democratic Party. There was the 
shrewd Joseph Shannon who was 
a troublesome terrier at the Pen- 
dergast heels for three decades. 
Also, at that time there was a 
brightly dressed and strutting lit- 
tle politician named Miles Bul- 
ger. They had completely euchred 
the Pendergasts out of the county 
courthouse into which Mike had 
just confidently promised to put 
Harry. 

Truman had more to offer the 
Pendergasts than the Pendergasts 
had to offer him. In the area of

danger, he was a 
member of one of the oldest fami- 
lies in eastern Jackson county.

Some of 
those veterans had been talking 
in the store about politics. Harry 
was a Baptist. He brought his in- 
creasing prominence as a Mason 
to the ticket of the Irish Catholic 
bosses. And, as county candidate

still well known as a farmer and 
farm organization man,

N later years he clung some- 
| times almost comically to his 

“country boy” status. Indeed, in 
that state politician’s handbook, 
the “Official Manual, State of Mis- 
souri,” for 1937-38, he skipped 
over the postwar, hard-luck Kan- 
sas City years and put after his 
war record, “Went back to the 
farm.” 

It was only for a visit. He was 
at home, country or town. He had 
a gift for listening to people. 
Also, while he lacked his mother’s 
sometimes sardonic wit, he had an 
almost convulsive appreciation of 
other people’s jokes. He was no 
public speaker but his lack of 
oratorical powers apparently made 
him seem a man and neighbor 
who was not a politician at all. 

Most of that Harry Truman 
knew the day when Mike came 
into the store, and a good deal 
of it Mike knew that Harry knew. 
Truman never mentioned any of it 
to Mike. Somehow at last Truman 
had come to a decision about his 
career. It was not made in re- 
sponse to Mike’s offer. It had, in- 
deed, taken him 38 years to reach 
it. : 

“I went to Mike’s meeting at 
his Tenth Ward Democratic Club 
at Twenty-sixth and Prospect 
streets about June,” Truman re- 
ported years later. “Mike got up 
and said to the meeting, ‘Now 
I’m going to tell you who you are 
going to be for for county 
judge.’”’ 

Truman smiled, “He told them 
just like that. I could see one fel- 
low preening himself to receive 
Mike’s selection. But Mike said, 
‘It’s Harry Truman. He’s got a 
fine war record. He comes from 
a fine family. He’ll make a fine 
judge.’ ” 

Truman was in politics. It was 
time for a decision by Harry. 
Nobody was more conscious than 
he that up to that time he had 
failed at almost everything he had 
tried—zinc, oil, haberdashery. 
Even the farm, in 1922, was 
heavily mortgaged. In February, 
Martha Ellen subdivided some of 
her land to sell it off in lots.

HERE is one thing that must 
always be borne in mind by 
duplicate players: it is virtual- 
ly impossible,; when you 
are vulnerable, to set non-vulner- 
able opponents, undoubled, enough 
to compensate for the score you 
could have earned. 

Here is an amusing case which 
occurred in a recent pair tourna- 
ment.

Perhaps it is unnecessary to re- 
port that South did not take 
many tricks at his remarkable 
two-spade contract. In fact, he 
went down six—but, most decid- 
edly, this was no reason for 
cheering on the part of East- 
West! The mere 300 points they 
collected on the board were 
worth precisely nothing in the 
match-point column. 

There was a very good reason 
for this zero, because, as may be 
seen at a mere glance, East-West 
could have made a slam at either 
a spade or a diamond contract! 
Indeed, most of the other pairs 
sitting in their position did reach 
a slam, but even those more con- 
servative East-Wests who stopped 
at game, earned quite a few more 
points than tis, pair collected. 

East argued that, with West re- 
fusing to make a bid over South’s 
spade, he (East) could not count 
on even a game his way, and that 
since he had been afraid that a 
double of two spades would drive 
South back to hearts, he had de- 
cided to see how many tricks he 
could set the spade contract. 

It is difficult to see the logic 
of East’s stand, but simple fair- 
ness does reveal one point in his 
favor. That point is that West 
might well have announced the 
not-inconsiderable strength of his 
own hand (in the light of East’s 
takeout double) by bidding two 
diamonds over one spade.
